FERTILIZER: 





SOIL: Light, rich loamy soil is best suited for flowers. To improve heavy soils and con- 
serve moisture, add peat moss and sand liberally. Spade the soil deeply and make the 
top 3 or 4 inches as fine and loose and smooth as possible. Well rotted manure worked 
into the soil before planting may be used if desired. 


SOWING THE SEED: Fine seeds should be planted on the surface and a very little soil 
sprinkled over them, after which they should be pressed firmly to the soil with a board. 
Medium size seeds may be planted twice the depth of their diameter, or from 14 to 
inch deep. Larger seeds, such as sweet peas, should go deeper. 


WATERING: After planting, water with a fine spray to avoid washing the soil from the 
seed. Keep top soil damp—not wet—until germination. When large enough, thin plants 
from 2 to 12 inches, depending upon the variety. Water plants thoroughly ONLY at 
intervals—not daily. Watering depends upon the time of year, texture of soil and nature 


We recommend the use of an all-purpose commercial fertilizer as a top 


dressing after the plants are up, to stimulate and properly feed the plants.

PLANT A FLOWER BORDER 


The flower border can be a very pleasing and colorful part of the home grounds 
—with small cost and little effort to keep it looking well. Most everyone has 
planted solid beds of one kind of flower, such as Zinnias, and the results have 
been generally very good.

HOW TO GROW SWEET PEAS 


CULTURE: Sow seed in a location that receives morning and early 
afternoon sun. Seed may be planted from early fall to early spring. 
Dig a trench about a foot wide and deep and fill in with 6 inches of 
well-rotted manure. Mix a liberal amount of manure with the soil that 
has been removed and replace it. Flood bed thoroughly and allow to 
stand several days before planting seed. After the soil has settled 
sufficiently, open a trench in the bed about 6 inches deep and plant 
ONE OUNCE of seed to about 20 or 25 feet of row. During the warm 
weather cover seed about 2 or 3 inches deep and in cooler weather 
about 1 inch is sufficient CARE MUST BE TAKEN DURING WARM 
WEATHER NOT TO ROT THE SEED WITH TOO MUCH MOISTURE. 
After planting seed soak the trench thoroughly and cover top with a 
light mulch of peat moss to prevent the surface soil from drying out and 
cracking. When the plants are up about 3 or 4 inches thin out to about 
4 inches apart and begin drawing the earth to the plant to insure a deep 
root system. This makes a trench on each side of the plant along which 
the plant is watered. Provide a trellis or proper support as the vines 
attain great height. Frequent cultivation, water as needed after plants 
are up and occasional applications of Sweet Pea Food or a good all- 
purpose commercial fertilizer, will insure a profusion of lovely blooms. 
A long bloming season may be had by keeping the blossoms picked.

First of all in importance is a care- 
fully prepared seed bed—deeply 
dug, finely broken up and raked 
smooth to receive the seed. Enrich 
the soil with peat, manure or other 
humus material at the time of 
spading. 


If your soil has a tendency to 
crust over or “bake” after water- 
ing, we suggest applying a mulch 
of finely pulverized manure, peat 
or grass clippings.
